Decoration of the National Capitol 





TO THE PRESIDENT AND GOVERNORS OF 


American Numismatic and Are 


Gentlemen : 

The condition of the National Capitol as regards decorations without and within is 
unworthy of our people and of the unique and sublime edifice itself. These deficiencies have 
become all the more noticeable since the completion of the Library of Congress. From many 
directions come suggestions that the Capitol be finished in a style proper to the meeting place 
of the representatives of the nation. 

The National Arts Club whose membership embraces the whole country does not assume 
the responsibility to bring this about. But, at the instance of several persons of note, it is 
glad to serve as a medium of communication. It proposes to reach other bodies of artists and 
laymen, obtain their opinions and co-operation, -and then by joint petition urge a question 
which is already before Congress. 

The following is the wording of a Bill which has been introduced, after approval by 
Senators and Representatives who are leading members of the Committees of Congress specially 
charged with such matters: 


A BILL 
TO CREATE A CAPITOL ART COMMISSION, AND FOR OTHER PURPOSES. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress Assembled, That there be, and hereby is, constituted and created a commission, 
which shall be known and designated as the Capitol Art Commission, whose duties shall be to 
recommend a plan for completing the decoration of the Capitol building, in the city of Wash- 
ington, in such manner as appropriately to express the ambitions and ideals of our Nation and 
to illustrate its history to the close of the nineteenth century. 

Src. 2. That said commission shall consist of nine members, of whom at least two shall 
be professional architects, two professional sculptors, and two professional mural painters. All 
members shall be appointed by the President, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate ; 
shall hold office until a final report shall have been made to Congress by a majority of such 
commission, and shall each receive an honorarium of one thousand dollars. 

Src. 3. That such commission shall elect a chairman from its own number; its reports 
shall be made to the Fifty-seventh Congress; the Librarian of Congress shall provide appropriate 
rooms in the Congressional Library building for the use of such commission, and the sum of 
fifteen thousand dollars, or so much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated, out of 
any funds in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, to pay, first, the honorarium of the 
commissioners, and, second, other expenses, clerical and otherwise, including the traveling 
expenses of the commissioners, not to exceed six thousand dollars, such sum to be drawn upon 
and by the warrant of the chairman of such coramission. 





Your society or association is requested to aid in this cause; 7 2s urged that you answer 
promptly and express your opinion. The Trustees of the National Arts Club feel that no single 
society should undertake it; but every effort made to turn it into a national popular movement. 
This much can be said with certainty: provided proof of popular support can be given, such as 
your interest and approval, then this bill will have every prospect of enactment into law. 

The results of such enactment will not be confined to the proper embellishment of 
the Capitol at Washington. It will also establish a standard of excellence in the decoration 
of public buildings throughout the Union. It is especially fitting that such a movement should 
have its inception at the Capitol in a structure belonging to all citizens and one in which all 
have the same interest and pride. 


It has been suggested that the bill does not specifically commit Congress to carry out the 
recommendations of the Commission for the Decoration of the Capitol. 

The answer to thisis twofold. First, we are assured that an attempt in however good a 
cause to commit Congress to expenditures in advance of plans would probably fail. Second, 
in a national undertaking like this, no point should be forestalled before it is reached. 

While no method of appointing a Commission is free from objection, it is believed that 
the plan of leaving it to the President and Senate of the United States is at once dignified and 
appropriate, most likely to be approved by Congress and most certain to result in a responsible 
Commission that will not shirk its work. 

As to the make up of the Commission: In view of the fact that its services are solely 
professional, and its recommendations are to be passed upon afterwards by Congress, a lay 
body, the natural suggestion was that it should be composed of experts only. It is thought, 
however, that lay members may aid the Commission in keeping practical as well as ideal con- 
ditions constantly before it. 

The argument has been advanced that should the Bill itself name a Commission 
of distinguished and impartial men, this would surely command the support of art workers 
and others interested. It would be impossible, however, to select a Commission in advance 
without giving rise to criticism from personal and local standpoints, however unreason- 
able that criticism might be. Therefore has it seemed better so to inaugurate the movement as 
to keep it absolutely free from personal as well as local bias, namely, by omitting even to sug- 
gest the personnel of the Commission. 

The National Arts Club presents tts compliments and begs you to consider this matter as 
promptly as possible. ‘We shall be glad to receive any suggestions which may occur to you in 
this connection. It will be well for you to name at as early a moment as possible one or more 
gentlemen in whom you repose special confidence, either in your city or elsewhere, either pro- 
fessional art workers or not, so that a thoroughly representative Committee may be promptly 
formed, should one be asked for, or should some special occasion arise for its formation.

American Insignia. comprising, first, decorations conferred by the United States Govern- 
ment ; second, the insignia—or badges of members and officers—of the various Military and 
Hereditary Societies, form a branch of American Numismatics which has not in the past 
received the attention it deserves. 


A collection of such insignia should be placed where it would be permanent and 
accessible to students of Numismatics and of American History. 


Many of the societies which should be represented in such a collection have gone out 
of existence and their insignia is now most difficult to obtain; others have adopted new 
designs, and the same difficulty confronts any effort to procure those that have been aban- 
doned. In the future this difficulty will increase; other societies which are now active will 
die out, and, as time goes on, a collection of ‘this kind will become of greater value and 
interest, and will be the means of preserving much numismatic history that might otherwise 
be lost. 


In the spring of 1900, this Society undertook the formation of a collection of this 
kind, as distinct from its collections of other American medals, and it now has, in addition 
to the principal Government decorations, the insignia of a majority of the more important 
and many of the smaller active societies, also of a number of the societies which have 
ceased to exist. Within the narrow limits to which it is confined, this collection, probably, 
has no equal: many valuable specimens were donated by the societies thev represent. 

Being an incorporated body and the most. important numismatic society in America, 
its collections are permanent, and it is in a position to guarantee that any insignia that it 
may receive will not at any time go out of its possession and get into the hands of 
private parties. It is hoped that societies which restrict the issue of their insignia to mem- 
bers only, will, in view of the facts stated above, waive that rule in favor of this Society. 


This Committee was appointed for the purpose of carrying on this work in a thorough 
and systematic manner. Its success has, so far, been most satisfactory, but there is still 
much to be accomplished, and it would earnestly request the co-operation of the members 
of the Society and of all others who are in sympathy with its efforts to preserve numis- 
matic and historical records.
